EXPORTS SHOW FALLING OFF. 


Statement by. .Bureau of Statistics. Is Not 


Encouraging. 


- Washington. 
'June 
IS.—A 
statement 


issued today by the. bureau of statistics 
says that "It is nr.w apparent that tho 
exports from the United States In the 
fiscal year, which ends with' the present 
month -will fall materially below those 
of 130S and 1307. 
and slightly 
below 


those of 1906. 


From statistics compiled by th* bureau 


the total value of domestic -merchandise 
exported in 190S was $1.835.000.000, in 130.7 
{3.S5I.100.000 nnd 
in 
190fi S1.71S.OOO.OOO. 


The burcnl estimates that the domestic 
exports for the full flsenl year 1009 -will 
be nearly S200.000.009 below the average 
6f 130S nnd 1307 nnd perhaps $50,000.000 
.below those of 190S.

duce^ similar conditions in other parts of 
the world in a reduction In the general 
demand for merchandise ami a material 
reduction In the prices of certain of the 
acre Important articles exported.''

Dayton. Ohio. June 18.—The nation, 


the state and the city in which they 
live today paid tribute to Wilbur and 
Orville Wright, the aviators. Standing 
on a platform not far from their un- 
pretentious little aeroplane factory and 
almost within sight of a field where 
the llrst struggle with the problem of 
aerial navigation, General James Al- 
len, chief signal officer of the army, 
assigned by Secretary of War Dlckln- 
'son for the purpose, .presented to tha 
Wright brothers the gold medals au- 
thorized by act of congress.

studded medal bearing the offlical seal 
of the state of Ohio and another of 
Dayton, their home city. The state 
medal was presented by Governor Jud- 
son Harmon, of Ohio, the local medal 
by Mayor Edward E. Burkhart, of Day- 
ton.

The bread coming along then 
up until 4 or 5 o'clock is put in boxes, 
and in the morning it is just as fresh 
as anybody wants. When the load is 
not so heavy in the morning the 
wagons come back, load up again and 
:o out. We find it has been a saving
